The political situation in this coun-
try now furnishes a field for some writ-
er of the Charles Dickens type, if such
can be found, to write a book that
would even eclipse Dickens’ “Ameri-
can Notes.” '
It is mix here and mix there; bolt
here and bolt there ; consolidate here
and consolidate there, until there seems
to be no possibility of getting to any
clear understanding of what politicians
propose to ask the people to do.
«Electric Typography” which Mr.
Joseph Joachim Reifgraber of S. Louis
claims to have invented, bids. fair to
become the wonder of the age and cer-
tainly will be if it should prove a suc-
cess. Itis an inyention by means of
which an editor or reporter may send
an electric message to a hundred places
at once. Connection may be made at
the various points with Mergenthaler
type-setting machines and the reporter
will thus be able to supply perhaps a
hundred papers with the same news
at once and set the type, to boot.

The works of Charles Dickens are
said to grow more and more popular all
the while. More of his books were
sold last year than ever before and the
sales are inereasing all the while. The
hooks are not sold in such great num-
bers because they are cheap, but the
probability is that the great demand
for the books have made them cheap.
It is worth while to aspire to author-
ship if, indeed, there is hope of mak-
ing the impression on the world that
Dickens made. But it is given to only
a man here and there in a century to
do that.

LETTER FROM CHINA.
MANY OBSERVATIONS MADE.
The Great Cities.

III.
We arrived here at Hong Kong a
few days ago from Saigon, about one
o’clock in the night under four bells,
after a strong passage. Our figure
head was carried away by a heavy sea
and our port engine was disabled. We
were 1n this port some time on acecount
of repairing our ship. Hong Kong is
the Gibraltar of the East. It isa land
locked harbor and is large enough to
hold all the combined navy vessels in
the world.
It had ©before the war over
four milhons ot people. This city is
built on the side of a mountain and all
of it can be seen plainly from theships
anchored in the harbor. The houses
are built on the European plan and
here is a garrison with 4,000 Enghsh
soldiers. There are always a good
many men-of-war anchored in the har-
bor. They have a large dry dock, and
repair ships for all nations.
We are now at Shanghai, China.
Shanghai is one of the important ports
in China with three very large conces-
sions, one French, American and En-
ghsh, who are under a government of
their own. OId Shanghai, this China
city, 1s surrounded by a wall and no
one is allowed to enter the gate with-
out a licensed guide and his nameand
number is taken and he is held res-|
ponsible for your safety. There are
many strange things to be seen inside
the walls. The prisoners are confined
in the old fashioned stocks made of
wood.
They are compelled to live on chari-
ty or starve. An execution takes place
nearly every day, and is well attended
by every one because it is done pub-
licly. They bave the Jim-rick-shade-
man who pulis or carries you around
the city in something like a top buggy
but 1t is smaller and has only two

wheels. Every one who visits the old
city in Shanghai takes a lot of pen-

lepers. There are lots of missionaries
who visit the old city teaching the
poor Chinamen. You ecan go almost
anywhere in the old city and see the
lepers sitting on the streets.

Shanghai is well supplied with
amusements of all kinds. There are
several large Chinese theatres in this
city and a well drilled malitia 1s kept
up in the the foreign concessions to
which every alble-bodied man belongs.
The American trade is very large and
you can see American ships in the har-
bor at all times of the year. They
bring oil to this country and carry tea,
coffee, spices, cocoas, bananas, and
rice back to America. While in old
Shanghai I saw several trees that were
petrified and were solid rock. 1 wish
that every one could visit this country
and see 1ts wonders.

1 have seen two hundred dead Chi-
namen at one time floating down the
Yangtse-Kiang river. 'I'nat was dur-
ing the China and Japan war. We
will leave in a few days lor Amoy,
China.
